AISER TELLS FRANCIS HE WILL 
SEE GERMANY HAS GREAT

Emperor William Cordially Receives the President of the 
World’s Fair, Whom He Astounds by His Knowledge 
of the Plans of the Great St. Louis Exposition. 


BERLIN, March 9.—Emperor William re- 
ceived President Francis of the St. Louis 
exposition in audience at noon today. 

The intervied lasted over an _ hour, 
and President Francis made an excellent 
imipression on the Kaiser. 

Ths German ruler manifested a great in- 
terest in the Fair and astounded Mr. Fran- 
cis by his knowledge of its plans. 

Recently he has had many tfnterviews 
with Commissioner Lewald and has ac- 
quired a good idea of the scope of the 
ex position. 

During today’s interview, the Emperor 

spoke very enthusiastically of President 
Roosevelt and referred with evidently 
pleasurable memories to the visit of his 
brother, Prince Henry of Prussia, to the 
vPro States and of his entertainment 
ua ; uis. 
Kaiser Wilhelm told Mr. Francis that 
it was his desire that Germany be well- 
represented at the Fair and that he 
would personally see that it was. 

He expressed a desire to go to the 
United States during the Exposition, and 
regretted that circumstances would make 
this im sible. 

The Em or treated Mr. Francis with 
great distinction. Fie received him pri- 
vately, not even Ambassador Tower, who 
prennged for the interview, nor any mem- 
ber of the imperial household, being pres- 
ent. The Emperor asked many questions 
about the exposition and was specially in- 
terested in the international congress of 
arts and aciences. e remarked that ex- 
positions did as much for the interests of

PASSENGERS 
PLUNGE FROM 
rERAYBOAT 


The J. P, Gage Broke Down 
in Midstream Near St. 
na gira me Be keer Was 


Sixty passengers were on the Missouri 
river ferryboat J. P. Gage shortly before 6 
o'clock Sunday evening, when the boat lost 
@ paddle wheel in mid-stream opposite St 
Charles and was whirled downstream to- 
wards the piers of the Wabash bridce. 

To escape being dashed against the piers, 
12 of the passengers jumped from the boat 
as it drifted near the St. Charles shore, 

One of them, a St. Louisan, jumped 
neither wisely nor well. He landed in six 
feet of cold water, end his life. was saved 
by Andrew Wilt of St. Charles, who threw 
him a rope. 

This St. Loulsan, whose name was not 
known to the other passengers, was ac- 
companied by a pretty and stylishly- 
dressed young woman. When he thought 
the boat was sufficiently close to shore, 
he jumped, apparently intending to let her 
remain on the drifting craft and save him- 
self. 

Hie was glad to be hauled back to her 
side, however, a few moments later. 

The boat was finally landed at St. Chafles. 
eight blocks from its usual place of land- 
ing. The rescued man and the young 
woman returned to St. Louis on a train. 


Floating Wood 

Broke Wheels. 

It appears that the J. P. Gage struck 
@ quantity of floating driftwood in mid- 
stream, which brokewne of her side wheels. 

The Gage was crossing from the station 
of the St. Louis, St. Charles and Western 
electric line on the St. Louis County side 
with a carload of travelers from 8t. Louis. 

The boat was headed for the landing at 
the foot of Adams street, St. Charles 
When the wheel broke. however, Capt. 
Ryan could nat control the craft's move- 
ments, and she began to follow the cur- 
rent northeast towards the Wabash bridge. 

Many of the passengers remembered 
that in 1892 the boat Montana had been 
dashed against the pier of the Wabash 
bridge, and they were fearful of a repe- 
tition of that disaster. 

The boat drifted closer fo the shore, as 
it wen’ north, but the current swung it 
out again each time it went in. 

Finally, at the foot of Randolph street, 
it went close enough to allow’ the passen- 
gers to land. 

There was no ferryboat at hand to take 
the Gage's place, and the passengers who 
came out on the electric line later than 6 
o'clock had the alternative of crossing the 
swollen Mis®ouril in skiffs or riding back 
to St. Loufte. 

Some of the braver spirits took the skiff 
route, but the majority returned to’ For- 
sythe Junction or Union Station ana took 
the Wabasn for St. Charlies. It wa« after 
midnight when some of them reached their 
homes in St. Bt. Charles.

The Missouri river was largely respon- 
sible for the rise, as the numerous fiood 
marks such as driftwood as came with it.

Secretary of the Navy Moody has or- 
dered a flotilla of gunboats to 8t.

ings, April 30. 

Chairman Thomas H. Carter of the Na- 
tional World's Fair Commission so stated 
to the Post-Dispatch Monday morning. 

Senator Carer added that he expected the 
flotilla, but he explained that it was the 
prepare to start for St. Louls from South 
Atlantic waters.

It ig still raingjng about 
Pittsburg, which is the headquarters of 
trouble. 

Only on the Wabagh river is there a sign 
of a fall and that is slight. 

The upper Mississippi is also rising and 
discharging a constantly increasing stream 
at Cairo to make up for any possible short- 
oohunas of the Ohio. 

Between the residents of Arkansas, Mis- 
souri, Illinois, Kentucky, Tennessee, Lou- 
isiana and Mississippi and a repetition of 
the property loss of 1887 stand only the 
levees—now much stronger than in that 
day. The engineers believe the new em- 
bankments will hold back the flood unless 
it overtops them by going far above the 
13997 mark. While some of the residents 
fear this very result it is generally thought 
that the 1897 stage will not be passed far 
enough to destroy the levees. 

The engineers stoutly maintain that 
practically all the levees will hold so far 
as can be judged by present indications. 

Bhould the levees go, the loss of life in 
the district about and below Memphis will 
not be great. Warned by the experience 
of six years ago the people of the threat- 
ened district have for two weeks been mov- 
ing to places of safety. 
| Property loss there will be if the great 
river spreads over the lowlands, but that, 
too, wil. be small, compared to six years 
ago. Everything movable is being hurried 
away from the river danger.

FLOOD DAMAGE 
ABOUT MEMPHIS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 9.—Thirty 
thousand persons stood on the high banks 
and wharves above the Mississippi Sunday 
and watched the river in its irresistible 
rise yesterday. Every available steamer 
and ferryboat carried great crowds of 
sight seers up and down the river. 

The Charies H. Organ carried 500 alone 
on one trip, and they saw many striking 
scenes of the flood’s ravages. The worst 
evidences are to be found further nerth 
and south of Memphis, where the levee is 
not as perfect as the St. Francis embank- 
ment whioh protects the Arkansas country 
opposite thie city. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent an4 a 
party of Memphis newspaper men made an 
expedition 16 miles north on the steam 
yacht Gypsy. In many places the current 
was as éwift as a mountain stream and 
the whirling eddies shook the launch from 
stern to stern. 

Only one family now braves the flood on 
Hen Chicken Isiand the father in few cases 
making a precarious livelihood hunting aad 
Gehing. A tent affords them sheiter. It 
has been transferred to the highest méund 
on the isiand, only three feet from the 
water, and there the man and woman and 
a

The importance of Secretary Moody's 
order can be understood from the fact that 
only one of Uncle Sam’s modern gunboats 
hes ever vigited St. Louls.

There is a fas- 
cination about the river which holds them 
there. Transplant them to the hills and 
give them plenty, yet they pine for the 
old life of risk and deprivation... Back 
they come to stay.’’ 

Many Dwellings 
Are Submerged. 

Submerged houses and barns were passed 
in many places. One road was hidden by 
the seething current, but the projecting 
government sign post testified it was there. 
The Gypsy headed up old river, an off 
shoot of the Mississippi, and more deserted 
farm houses were passed. They were the 
stationary monuments of the flood. Piles 
of 4mft wood 10 and 15 feet high heaved by 
the current into grotesque masses sped by. 

At Mound City, Ark., the populace turned 
out enmasse to greet the boat. It was a 
break in the monotony of their isolation. 
Here is operated the immense siphon which 
drains off the seep water of St. Francis 
Lake. Over 3 miles of lowland, formerly 
a large lake, has been redeemed by the 
immense tube, a wonderful piece of engin- 
eering skill. One of the highest points of 
the St. Francis levee is at the rear of 
Mound City. Farther up are exposed plan- 
tations. The levee was covered with cot- 
ton bales awaiting shipment on the first 
steamer.

Major-General Henry C. Corbin, who ar- 
rived in St. Louls Sunday, said to the 
Post-Dispatch this morning that he expects 
the naval display to be very attractive.

Louis to participate in this 
demonstration will probably be decided to- 
day at a joint meeting of the geremonies 
committtee of the national commission and 
the ceremonies committee of the Exposition 
oqepeny.

Bates, now commanding the Department 
of the Missouri, and who soon be 
commander of both the Department of 
the Missouri and the Department of the 
Lakes. With Gen. Bates is his aide-de- 
camp, Capt. H. M. Reeve of the Twentieth 
infantry.

REPLY TO Tit 
INJUNCTION 


Petition Filed This Morning 
in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court Contains Not 
More Than 20,000 Words. 


BILL OF PARTICULARS 
IS DENIED IN TOTO 


Letters on. Which Injunction 
Was Based. Repudiated So 


Far as Committees and Of- 


ficials Are Concerned. 


Organized labor made its answer to the 
Wabash injunction in the United States 
Cirdguit Court at 10:6 o'clock Monday 
morning. 

At that hour the attorneys of the orga- 
nization with which the enjoined men are 
identified filed their petition for the disso- 
lution of the injunction. 

Arguments on the motion were begun at 
2 o'clock this afternoon. . 

Upen the filing of the papers Judge 
Adams announced at 10:08 that the court 
would take a recess pending arrangements 
for theh earing in the case. In the three 
minutes intervening the steps that mean 
so much to organized labor had been 
taken. 

When the attorneys for the grievance 
committees and the Brotherhood enjoined 
men entered the hoom, they were unac- 
companied by any of the men named in 
the injunction. 

After the brief proceedings ha@ been gono 
through Judge W. T. Irwin of Peoria, the 
leading counsel for the committee, stepped 
from the courtroom as though a great load 
had slipped from his shoulders and an- 
nounced, ‘‘Now, I am going to get rome 
rest.’’ 

“So are we,.’’ was the response from the 
other attorneys, who have labore! in com- 
pany with Judge Irwin since Friday morn- 
ing with as little rest as possible, tu pre- 
pare the document of over £9.90 words. 

In an adjoining office were found the 
leaders of the employes in the wage move- 
ment, and Col. Wells H. Blodgett, attor- 
ney for the Wabash in the proceedings 
in the courts, and to Col. Blodgett Attor- 
ney Pinney presented copies of all the 
papers filed. For a few moments the at- 
torneys and leaders conferred, and then 
it was announced that court would be 
reconvened at 2 o'clock.

“LOST” WOMAN 


Only Tangible Clew Left in 
the Burdick Murder Mys- 
tery of Buffalo. 


A DETECTIVE’S VIVID 
PICTURE OF THE DEED 


Believes That Revenge Was the Motive 
and Describes How the Man Was 
Killed as He Slept by the 
Woman He Would 


Cast Off. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch: 


BUFFALO, N. Y., March 9.—The “lost” 
woman, whose trail the Buffalo police are 
following, is believed to be the murderer 
of BE. L. Burdick. 

The three known women who have fig- 
ured in the case are described as the ‘lone 
woman," the “lost woman," and the wom- 
an taken to the corner of Ashland avenue 
and Summer street by a cab driver. The 
three were seen at different times and 
under unusual circumstances. 

Now it !s assumed that they are one per- 
son—the “lone woman.’’ 

Chief of Detectives Patrick V. Cusack 
is positive that he knows the murderess. 
He insisted last night that she be arrested 
at once. He argued that arrest would 
wring from that woman an admission or 
a confession that would clear up the doubt- 
ful points. Supt. Bull and District Attor- 
ney Coatsworth, while admitting a strongly 
cireumstantial case against a certain wom- 
an, say that the evidence is not enough to 
make conviction certain. 

The picture the police paint of this wom- 
an makes her handsome, of medium size, 
easily swayed by her pessions, a woman 
of desperate and determined nature. This 
woman hes been intimate with Edwin L. 
Burdick for years. Burdick lavished at- 
tentions on her. Passionate letters passed 
between them. Recently Burdick had grown 
cold. A marked paper among Burdick's 
effects shows that hia attention was drawn 
to the fact that Mrs. J. B. Warren of 
Cleveland had secured a divorce from her 
husband on Feb. il. It Is believed that 
Mr. Burdick some day intended to marry 
Mrs. Warren. 

Heid Back 

Her Letters. 

When news of Mrs. Warren's divorce 
reached him he determined to break off re- 
lations with the woman in Buffalo. He 
coldly informed her of his intentions. She 
bitterly :¢scnted being cast off. In her own 
way she loved Burdick. That he could so 
ensily give her up filled her heart with rage 
and jealcusy He refused to see her again. 
Perhaps her pleading made him relent on 
the right on which he was murdered. 

The detective who adheres to this theory 
thus detalls how the tragedy was probably 
enacted: 

The woman knew that he held incriminat- 
ing letiers—lettera that would ruin her in 
the exclusive circle in which she moved if 
a “int of their contents were disclosed. 
She perhaps stormed and threatened. Fall- 
ing to move the man before her, she per- 
hats lulled him tnto fancied content by an 
acquiescence with his wishes. She petted 
and coaxed him. She was tender and sub- 
missive. 
ing the fire of Jealous rage and the desire 
to kill. She must save her reputation, 
even if the death of this man had to be 
accompitshed. Soothing, loving and tender 
she craftily lulled the suspiciong of Bur- 
dick. She stayed on and on, pleading to 
be with him for the last time. 


The Women’s 
Time Had Come. 

The man tired and dozed off on his d!van 
The woman's time had come. She glanced 
about for a@ weapon. The bag of golf 
sticks stood In the corner. Seizing one ,she 


ewung it on the oF man's head. He 
stirr and roaned. rensied fear pos- 
sensed her.

Then sane 
finished her search. Calmiy she went to 
the front door and out into the night. Not 
i soul saw her leave the house. 


Name Not 

Yet Disclosed. 

This is the picture the police have drawn 
of the happenings in Edwin Burdick’s 
house on the night he was murdered. But 
the name of the woman who, in her awful 


rage and terror, crushed In the head of the 
man she once wooed with tender caress, 
they have not disclosed. 

But they say they Know her and she 
cannot escape. They are drawing the not 
tignter each day. he may struggie and 
delay, but» must finally succumb. She is 
under constant survelliance and no move 
of hers escapes the police. 

New ends of the tattered net of evidence 
are constantiy being gathered up by the 
police. A woman, an invalid, living near 
the Burdick residence, tells the police that 
on the night of the murder, belng urabie 
to sleep, she was looking out of her front 
window. She saw @ coupe standing in the 
shadow of a tree near the Burdick house, 
She iooked again some time later and the 
coupe was still there.

So often have we laugked at the nonsen- 
sical sayings and doings of the Rogers 
brothers that the only way to describe the 
quality of thelr entertainment is by com- 


In comparison, therefore, with their pre- 
vious performances, the one presented at 
the Olympic last night—‘‘Rogers Brothers 
in Harvard’’—is the least entertaining of 
the four in which Mr. McNally has placed 
them.

Proposed Game Law for Arkansas. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

At the request of a large number of St. 
Louis gentlemen, I desire to call attention 
to the extremely radical gamg law which 
is now before the Arkan legislature. 
The obnoxious feature of the law is that 
it prevents nonresidents from hunting or 
fishing in the state, and we are opposed to 
that for the following reasons: 


A great deal of ground which is worth- 
less for other purposes along the sunken 
lands in the St. Francis bottoms has been 
leased, bought or rented,. by sportsmen 
from. St. Louis, Memphis. Chicago and 
other cities, to be used for hunting and 
fishing. 
who have invested $3000 each, and another 
club has 16 members, who have invested 
$5000. It would be a gross injustice to pre- 
vent these people from getting any bene- 
fit from the property which they have 
bought and have invested so heavily in. 

The large amounts of game are not kil.ed 
by club members or sportsmen, but the 
killing is done by pot hunters and market 
hunters Hence the law should be aimed 
at them and not nonresidents. It is a well- 
known fact that one market hunter will 
kill more game than 50 hunters for the 
eport there is in it. 

Is it not an injustice for the state of 
Arkansas to prevent their neighbors from 
hunting in their state under proper re- 
strictions? 

A law of this character would be impos- 
sible to enforce unless a constable shouid 
watch every train coming into the state 
and question every passenger as to whether 
or not he was going hunting. 

The nonresidents of the siate are per- 
fectly willing to pay a license fee of say 
$10, as is charged by the state of Llinois, 
to provide a tund for a game warden to 
see that a proper and just law is main- 
tained. In behalf of the sportsmen of Bt. 
Louis, we earnestly protest against the 
proposed law, as there are thousands of 
sportsmen in St. Louis who enjoy a week 
or two of outing in the sunken lands and 
swamps of Arkansas, who would. be de- 
barred by this iaw.
